Staple  lengths  have  improved  some  in  the  Delta  and  in  the 
Brown  Loam  from  the  condition  reported  one  week  ago.

Arkansas  Grades  of  Arkansas  cotton  s.re  not  appreciahly  lower  than 

cumulative  to  date  for  one  vreek  ago.    Ahout  I3  percent  is  Good  Middling  and  hetter, 
Us  percent  Strict  Middling  and  I9  percent  Middling  on  Extra  White  and  ?/hite  Stan- 
dards.   AlDout  97  percent  hr.s  heen  Extra  VHiite  and  White  with  ahout  3  percent 
Spotted, 

Staples  for  the  state  are  shortening  and  there  is  less 
cotton  classing  in  the  lengths  I-I/16  and  1-1 / 8  inch  than  to  date  of  last  week's 
report.

Staple  lengths  are  changing  very  little  and  to  date  ahout 
11  percent  is  shorter  thr.n  7/S,  36  percent  7/S,  29  percent  I5/16,  19  percent  1  inch, 
and  5  percent  I-I/16  inches.    Districts  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  are  each  contrihuting 
about  10  percent  of  cotton  shorter  than  7/8,  to  make  an  average  for  the  state  of 
about  10  percent. 

Missouri  Cotton  from  Missouri  shows  more  variation  in  color  than 

other  states  in  the  Memphis  District.     Close  to  58  percent  h.as  heen  Extra  White, 
37  percent  White  and  5  percent  Spotted.    Approximately  SU  percent  has  "been  Middling 
and  better  on  the  l^inaite  Standards.

Grades  are  very  gradually  lov/ering  for  all  districts  in  tlie  state 
v/ith  about  5  percent  G^^d  Middling  and  above,  Uo  percent  Strict  Middling  and  I13 
percent  Middling  as  averages  Extra  \Tiiite  and  T/hite  Standards  combined  for  the 
state  during  the  week.    Percentages  of  stapjles  I-3/16  and  1-l/U  and  longer  are 
increasing.    Por  the  vreek  23  percent  lias  been  I-3/16  and  U  percent  1-l/U  inches 
and  longer,  contrasted  with  lo  percent  and  I.5  percent  to  date  for  these  respec- 
tive lengths.
